Over $250 in gold was placed 
upon a table by Dr. Caley, as were also 
several gold watches. The instrument was 
adjusted in the hands of Anderson. It was 
then placed in another .person’s hands, and 
if he could prevent the machine from falling 
forty-five degrees when it came in range of 
the gold the contents of the table would be 
presented to him. Once in line it began to 
descend gradually, and its progress could 
not be checked. Mr. Anderson also showed 
that the machine could detect the presence 
of silver. 

The second trial was made in the yard. A 
quantity of gold was buried in an iron pot 
three feet below the surface. The machine 
was brought out by Anderson, who was 
blindfolded, and it located the treasure as 
easily as before.

Will Rival the Klondike. 

There are evidences that gold exists in 
quantities that are equaled only by the de- 
posits of Klondike. In fact, it was asserted 
that the deposits in Labrador are in the same 
range as those on the Klondike. 

Those in-the secret are quietly arranging 
an expedition to the country. They propose 
to spend two or three months prospecting 
and then to take up a large number of 
claims in the most promising sections before 
the rush which they say will inevitably take 
place sooner or later. Preliminary arrange- 
ments for this expedition, which is to start 
in the spring from this city, have already 
been made. If the hopes of the promoters 
are realized it is probable that a new Klon- 
dike will arise in the East which may 
eclipse the one in the Northwest. 


{Labrador lies between the fiftieth and sixty- 
second parallels north latitude, and is but a few 
degrees south of the Klondike country, giving 
these two sections of North America a climate 
practically the same. Its area is about 420,000 
square miles. The Atlantic Ocean borders the 
country on thé east, Hudson Bay on the west, and 
Hudson Strait and Ungava Bay on the north. 
The Guif of St. Lawrence flows between Labra- 
dor and Newfoundland on the south. 

Summer lasts from the middie of June to Sep- 
tember, when ice begins to form on the, Many 
rivers, lakes, and ponds. The coast is frozen 
twelve miles inland during the summer by the 
arctic current, but within this line there is an 
abundance of vegetation. The mountains con- 
tain millions of tons of iron. The greater part of 
the interior is tableland, 2,000 feet high, which 
declines towards Hudson Bay. The country con- 
tains a chain of rivers and lakes, making travel 
comparatively easy. The waters are full of 
whitefish, lake and brook trout, pike, and carp. 
Much fruit grows wild, cranberries being abun- 
dant, while raspberries, strawberries, and biack- 
berries are also found in most parts of the coun,

SHE {IDENTIFIES RATCLIFFE. 


Alleged Wife of the Actor Furnishes 
the Groundwork for a Bigamy

Hearst. I—I had today a long talk with Mrs, 
Edward J. Ratcliffe. I showed her a por- 
trait of Actor Ratcliffe, now locked up in 
the Tombs. She recognized it at once as the

her, with her little boy, after inflicting cruel- 
ties which drove her to leave his home nine- 
teen months after she had been married to 
him here. , 

She tells thie story: ‘‘ Edward's temper 
carried him away. He struck me, blackened 


upon Me with his boots on. All this was in 
his sober senses, for he was not a drinking 
man, but a victim of a violent temper. Fi- 
nally, the day after Christmas, 1883, when 
there was snow on the ground, he turned me 
out into the street at night, insufficiently 
clothed, after beating me and abusing me in a 
brutal manner. These cruelties compelled 
me to leave him, but his people induced me to 
return, 
deserted me, leaving me with our little son.“ 

Mrs. Ratcliffe is a small, pretty. light-com- 
plexioned woman, with a girlish figure. She 
loaned me two photographs of Ratcliffe, 
which he sent to her through his mother 
after his arrival in America. These were 
taken by I. W. Taber, 8 Montgomery street, 
San Francisco. One is inscribed: 

New York, July 5, 1896.—To Dear Carrie, with 
Kind Remembrances of the Past: From yours, 

EDWARD H. RATCLIFFS. 

Phe picture shows him as Romeo. Taber 
is now in London, having a studio ‘at 38 
Dover street. I showed these photographs 
to Taber, along with the picture of Rat- 
cliffe printed in New York. He at once 


remembered perfectly. 

Taber said: I well remember Ratcliffe. 
The picturesis a good one. It is the same 
man, beyond a doubt.“ 

The records in Marylebone Church show 
that Mr. Ratcliffe was married there on 
Aug. 19, 1883, by the Rev. G. E. Thomas, 
curate, to Caroline Ravenhill. He described 
himself as Edward Joseph Ratcliffe, aged 
21, bachelor and commercial clerk.

Madrid, Jan. 4.—(Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst. General Weyler has left 
Madrid for his estates near Barcelong. 
Sefior Robledo, his friends, and the Generals 
who attended the Robledo banquet saw him 
away at the station. To your representa- 
tive, who visited Premier Sagasta tonight, 
he said: 

„It is true Marshal Blanco has asked for 
some more troops to replace some of those 
returning to Spain, but in a very small num- 
ber. We will send him 4.000 soldiers volun- 
tarily engaged for the Cuban service, and 
will leave the conscripts in Spain. The cut- 
look in Cuba is so good that, combined with 
the news of a definite peace in the Philip- 
pines, it has made me resolve to dissolve 
the Cortes and convoke the elections fora 
new Parliament. The Cabinet will officially 
take this resolution in one of the approach- 
ing Cabinet councils. Remember, I said 
less than two months ago 1 would not dis- 
solve the Cortés until 1 saw the Cuban and 
international horizon clear.“ 


No Claims for Damages. 
Questioned further Premier Sagasta said: 
“The Spanish government has not re- 

ceived yet from the Austrian, German, or 
other foreign Cabinets a communication of 
any sort proposing the establishment of a 
European tariff war against the North 
American producers. We have recelved no 
hew claim from the United States or any 
other foreign government for damages suf- 
fered in Cuba by foreign subjects.“ 

Premier Sagasta continues to be in poor 
health. He did not attend tonight the ban- 
quet the Queen gave to the foreign repre- 
sentatives. 

Sefior Pidal, the President of the Con- 
gress, and one of the leading members of 
the Conservative party, took possession to- 
night of the Presidency of the Conservative 
club.

BATES CONVICTED OF BIGAMY. 


Is Sentenced for a Term of Years and 
Fined a Thousand Dollars—Sec- 
ond Trial Is Begun. 


David E. Bates was yesterday found 
guilty of bigamy by a jury in Judge Horton’s 
court and sentenced to a term of impris- 
onment and to pay a fine of $1,000.

ONE HOPE 1S LEFT 


Last Desperate Fight to Save 
Durrant’s Neck. 


CASE IN COURT AGAIN. 


Habeas Corpus Petition Now Un- 
der Advisement. 


APPEAL TO THE GOVERNOR. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 4.—[Special.]— 
The last desperate fight to save Theodore 
Durrant from the hangman’s menacing 
noose was begun today. The attorneys 
admit that their hope is a forlorn one, but 
they propose to fight to the very last, and if 
Durrant goes to the gallows Friday it will 
be after a memorable legal battle. Every 
court from lowest State to the United States 
Supreme tribunal will have decided the case 
before the end comes. An application for a 
writ of habeas corpus was made in the 
United States Circuit Court of this city to- 
day and, apprehensive of a denial of the 
petition, an attorney is hastening to the 
National Capital, where the case will be car- 
ried once more on final appeal. The close 
of the sensational case bids fair to be most 
Spectacular. Promptly at 11 o’clock Judges 
Morrow and De Have ascended the bench 
and Judge Morrow proceeded to call his 
calendar. He was interrupted by Attorney 
Deuprey, who asked permission to present 
to the court an application for a writ of 
habeas corpys for Durrant. 

Will it take long?” asked the Judge. 

But a few minutes,“ was the reply. 

Then proceed.“ 

Judge Morrow once declined to hear this 
petition and this change of plan caused great 
surprise. Attorney Deuprey brought forth 
a long typewritten document which he at 
once began to read. In technical verbiage 
the paper set forth that W. H. T. Durrant 
was unlawfully deprived of his liberty and 
confined in the State prison at San Quentin, 
and that, unless the court operated to stay 
execution, the prisoner would be hanged on 
Friday next. All the points heretofore pre- 
sented were rehearsed. Judge Morrow an- 
nounced after the testimony closed that the 
case would be taken under advisement and 
the decision would be rendered at 11 o’clock 
tomorrow. 


Lawyer Goes to Washington. 


L. P. Boardman, one of Durrant’s counsel 
who left the city suddenly a few days ago, 
is now known to be on his way to Washing- 
ton, where he will be ready to take up the 
case~-if, as expected, Judge Morrow denies 
the writ. It is even possible that an attempt 
will be made to interest the President in the 
matter. A petition for a commutation of 
sentence has been prepared and is in the 
hands of Governor Budd. 

While this struggle goes on to save the 
murderer, within the walls of San Quentin 
Prison every preparation is being made for 
the final act of the tragedy. The gallows 
has been tested, a 150-pound dummy being 
used. All is in readiness for the end. Al- 
though Durrant knows well that his last 
hope is practically gone, he is as calm as a 
summer sun. One of his guards professes to 
believe that his nerve is breaking and that 
he will collapse on the scaffold, but his de- 
meanor doesn’t warrant this view. Dur- 
rant has practically rehearsed the execution 
scene. From the moment that he awakens 
next Friday morning until Warden Hale 
gives the signal to spring the gallows trap 
Theodore Durrant knows what is expected 
of him. His request for this information 
astonished those who are accustomed to 
scenes of death. 

Durrant’s Requests. 

Durrant has gone further than this. He 
has not only planned and prepared for his 
conduct at his own execution, but he has 
thought of the scenes and incidents that will 
follow. He has seen him, in. imagination, 
after the trap has fallen and the surgeon's 


hand is upon his dying pulse. Durrant drew 


all these things from his guards by close 
questioning. When the queries were all an- 
swered he made several requests. He asked 


that the rope be destroyed; that none of the 


spectators be permitted to see his body, and 
that no autopsy be held. These wishes will 
be respected. 

Durrant slept well last night and was 
awake at 7 o'clock this morning. Mrs. Dur- 
rant and Attornew Deuprey were with the 
murderer for atime. As he was leaving the 
prison Deuprey said in reply to a question: 
O, no, this is not the last time I shall visit 
Durrant. I shall see him many times yet.” 

Most of Durrant’s time is spent in read- 
ing and writing.

STOPS MR. HARMON IN A LONG OBJEC- 
TION IN LUETGERT TRIAL. 


Attorney Is Arguing Against Introduc- 
tion of Rings on Ground of Lack of 
Evidence Connecting Them with 
the Missing Woman When the Coart 
Calls a Halt—Decision Affecting De- 
feuse’s Expert Testimony as to Vat 
Experiments. * 


The only hope for the termination of the 
Luetgert trial during the next flve months 
appears to be the interference of Judge Gary 
with Attorney Harmon’s dilatory plans. 
There were indications yesterday that the 
limit of judicial patience had been reached. 

Mr. Harmon started out to object to the 
introduction of the rings found in the middle 
vat on the ground that there was not suffi- 
cient testimony to show that Mrs. Luetgert 
ever wore the rings or that she wore them 
on the night of her disappearance. He had 
made a forty-five-minute speech in support 
of his contention. The State’s Attorney sat 
silent. Judge Gary chatted with a Judge 
from the interior who had been invited to the 
bench. Suddenly Judge Gary straightened 
up and said decisively: 

“T think that has gone quite far enough, 
Mr. Harmon. All that you have said and all 
that you can say is that yeu do not think 
there is sufficient credible evidence connect- 
ing these rings with the missing woman. 
There is no use of subdividing and elaborat- 
ing the theory and giving a dozen long rea- 
sons for your one objection. There is no 
reason that I can see why you should go 
through all the evidence that has been of- 
fered regarding these rings. 

The testimony is for the jury. There is 
evidence tending to connect the rings with 
Mrs. Luetgert. Its sufficiency I have no 
rigut to judge. The jury must determine 
that when they retire to consider the ver- 
dict. Write it out if you like and hand it to 
me, but let the case go on now. Save his 
point ’’—the last remark to the stenogra- 
pher. 

Mr. Harmon has three assistants. One of 
them, Mr. Kehoe, takes notes on the case. 
Mr. Harmon does the same. More than 
half the time of the court is taken up in 
reading questions and answers to Mr. Har- 
mon, which he copies in longhand, or in 
his attempting to conduct a cross-examina-~- 
tion at the same time that he is catching up 
with his work as amanuensis. 

Judge Gary made a decision which may 
have an important bearing on the case. 
Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen asked 
Professor Delafontaine, the chemist, what 
effect a boiling solution of crude caustic 
potash would have upon a human body 
weighing, say, 110 pounds. Mr. Harmon ob- 
jected and Judge Gary sustained the ob- 
jection, saying the witness could not be 
presumed to have made so grewsome an 
experiment and that what he should properly 
testify to would be the effect of the solution 
upon the constituent parts of such a body, 
as the flesh,. the bones, the teeth, etc. 

Attorney Harmon cast a triumphant 
glance at the jury. The State’s Attorney 
only smiled as he said that that was the 
position the State took before Judge Tuthill, 
but that the ruling then was against this 
view. The effect of the decision, unless 
modified, will be to exclude all the testi- 
mony relating to the experiments conduct- 
ed, by the defense’s experts in the middle 
vat. 

Policeman Hannigan and Mrs. Delafon- 
taine gave unsupplied links in the history 
of the exhibits, and Professor Delafontaine, 
the chemist, was on the stand all day. The 
direct examination was practically finished.

COMET WILL DEAL NO BLOW. 


Prof. Bacon Reassures Timid Human- 
ity Relative to Winnecke’s Newly 
Discovered Heavenly Visitor. 


[BY PROFESSOR CHARLES A. BACON.] 

Beloit, Wis., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—Winnecke’s 
comet, which was discovered at the Lick 
Observatory on Jan. 2 at very nearly its 
predicted place in the sky, has been watched 
for on both sides of the Atlantic for some 
weeks. It is one of a family of a dozen 
comets belonging to our own system whose 
orbits extend out as far as the planet Jupiter 
and which are generally supposed to have 
been gathered into the solar system by the 
giant planet. 

Winnecke’s comet has a period of 5.54 
years and was discovered by Pous in 1819. 
It has been observed at nearly every return 
since, although due to unfavorable position 


After sufficient observations have been 
made to allow the computation of an orbit 
the result will show if the comet is moving 
in the orbit previously traveled by the Zomet 
known in this instance as Winnecke’s. 

Many alarming articles have been written 
on the possible danger from collision with a 
comet, and with this comet in particular. 
It is true its orbit is comparatively close to 
the earth’s, but the two are inclined at 
an angle of 14 degrees to each 
other, and so far as advance compu- 
tations show there is no possibility of the 
comet and the earth being at one of these 
intersections at the same time for hundreds 
of years to come. 

Even if a possible collision could be pre- 
dicted the extremely uncertain nature of 
these airy phantoms of the sky allows them 
to be pulled and twisted in their orbits, and 
in the case of Winnecke’s comet once before 
its time of return was altered three weeks 
by the gravitational pull of Jupiter. 

It is not known of what material the

it was not seen in 1880. In 1886 it was visible 
in the telescope for fourteen weeks. In 

it was found within one-third of the moon's 
diameter of its predicted place. The major- 
ity of comets discovered, averaging five or 


six per annum, of which a very small per 


cent becomes visible to the naked eye, are 
apparently wanderers in space amd are 
hailed at long range by the earth as it passes. 
They take a turn about the sun owing to its 
gravitational power and disappear forever. 
These conundrums of the sky bear no means 
of identification with the comets of our sys- 
tem whose orbits have been completed and 
whose return can be predicted. Their dis- 
covery consists simply in finding a new body 


in the heavens close to the position computed 


for that date.

FAVORS BRANCH BANK IDEA. 


Thomas G. Shearman, at the Request of 
the Monetary Commission, Gives 
His Views on Finance. 


New York, Jan. 4.—In response to a re- 
quest from the Monetary commission for an 
expression of his views on various financial 
questions, Thomas G. Shearman of this city 
has submitted to the commission a paperon 
the establishment of branch banks on a 
large scale. He says in part: 

“Tt regard this plan as far more impor- 
tant, as well as more practicable, than 
any other remedy which has been proposed 
for the settlement of the currency question. 
Large central banks ought to be allowed to 
establish branches in every part of the 
country. These branches could be con- 
ducted with great economy, and therefore 
could furnish the means of exchange at but 
a slight advance over the cost of exchanges 
in the cities. They would have practically 
just as good information as the city banks 
have, because every morning they would 
be advised by telegraph of every change in 
affairs which the central bank considered 
important in the management of its own 
transactions. 

“As a condition of permission to estab- 
lish branches, the parent bank, and every 
branch thereof, should be required to accept 
the certified checks of any branch on deposit 
as equivalent to cash, which, however, they 
would undoubtedly do without compylsion.” 


BLACK EYE FOR ARBITRATION. 


Arbitrator Decides an Important Case 
with Reference to His Sympathies 
Rather than the Law. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—The cause of 
arbitration in the settlement of claims be- 
tween nations has received a severe check 
in the award by the arbitrator in the case of 
Oberlander and Messenger, who claimed 
$50,000 and $25,000 respectively for ill-treat- 
ment by the Mexican authorities. The ar- 
bitrator was the Argentine Minister at 
Madrid, Sefior Quesada, and his decision was 
in favor of the Mexican goyernment and 
against the American claimants.

Machines Are Made to Play an Impor- 
tant Part in Henry Maehl’s 
Demise. 


Henry Maehl, saloonkeeper, Clark and 
Van Buren streets, died yesterday morning 
under circumstances which will probably 
require the attention of the Coroner. Dr. 
Stuart Johnstone of the Leland Hotel, who 
attended Maehl in his last illness, returned a 
death certificate that the man died of ty- 
phoid-pneumonia. 

The friends of Maehl declare, however, 
that he died from a kick received in a row 
with Constables William Kelly, “Mat” 
Roach, and George Nelson of Justice Wallis’ 
court, Logan Square. It is alleged that the 
constables came to Maehl’s place to seize a 
slot machine, and that he made resistance, 
In the melee it is said that Maehl was se- 
verely handled, and never recovered from 
the injuries he received. 

A third charge is made that the agitation 
in connection with Maehl’s death comes 
from an agent of a slot machine company 
which does not possess the favor of the ad- 
ministration. There is a syndicate which 
is supposed to control the slot machine 
„ privilege’ in Chicago, and Maehl, it is 
said, put one of the anti-syndicate ” ma- 
chines-in his place and fell a victim to the 
wrath of the regular company. 

On Dec. 22 the three constables entered 
Maehl’s place and demanded that he give up 
his slot machine. Maehl asked the privilege 
of taking out the money. Two of the con- 
stables tried to take the machine, cus- 
tomers interfered, and there was a general 
** mixup.”’ 

Several days ago Maehl was taken sick. 
He was ill a week before he called his reg- 
ular physician, Dr. Johnstone. 

“I had treated Maehl before,” said Dr. 
Johnstone last night. “‘He was troubled 
with chronic disease of the Hver and kid- 
neys. He was seized by a severe cold, and 
owing to his weakened state was unable to 
resist the ravages of fever. There were no 
signs of a kick in the abdomen. He never 
told me of any such thing. There is not the 
slightest ground to believe that he died of 
anything except natural causes.“ 


HAS BEEN A THIEF TEN YEARS. 


Salvation Army Soldier in California 
Under Arrest Shows the Ledger 
Account of His Crimes. 


San Bernardino, Cal., Jan. 4.—A. PF. Revis, 
a member of the Salvation Army in Red- 
lands, who was arrested for wholesale 
thievery, appeared before the Superior 
Court yesterday with a Bible in one hand 
and a tabulated statement of his thefts com- 
mitted since 1888 in the other. He pleaded 
guilty to the crime charged in the informa- 
tion and also insisted that punishment be ad- 
ministered for each theft committed as per 
schedule, which appeared by the score.

JOHN J. INGALLS WRITES LETTER 


Former Senator from Kansas Attacks 
Cy Leland in a Bitterly Sar- 
castic Vein. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 4.—[{Special, ]— 
Former Senator John J. Ingalls has furnished 
an article from Washington attacking Na- 
tional Republican Committeeman Cyrus Le- 
land, who recently announced that Ingalls 
was dead politically.

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Manufacturers Are Reticent 
About American Company. 


‘TACITLY ADMIT COMBINE. 


Every Important Plant in the 
Country Included. 


BIG CONCERNS IN THE LIST. 


A policy of reticence was observed yester- 
day by the wire and steel manufacturers of 
the city in connection with the formation 
of the mammoth wire trust, but is was tacit- 
ly admitted among them that the American 
Wire and Steel company would soon be an 
accomplished fact. 

The two most important concerns having 
headquarters in Chicago, which will become 
integral parts of the trust, are the Wash- 
burn & Moen Manufacturing company and 
the Consolidated Steel and Wire company, 
the latter the largest plant in the»world for 
the manufacturing of steel and wire goods. 

Enough is now known of the enterprise to 
show that it will embrace every factory of 
any importance in the United States. For 
almost a year a constant effort has been 
made to get them all in, big and little.“ 
A tremendous: lot of explanation and argu- 
ment was necessary to get the different con- 
cerns in line. The big companies were the 
first to come to an agreement. Then the 
Alternative was offered the smaller ones of 
coming in or being frozen out by the force 
of cutthroat competition. 

The arguments presented have been of that 
forceful character which permitted of no 
discretion. The little fellows saw that they 
must either surrender or quit business. In 
most cases they have decided to accept the 
inevitable, which meant, in their cases, the 
offer of a good round cash sum for their 
plants or such advantageous terms as mem- 


bers of the general company that it would 


have been folly to refuse. 

The heavy manufacturers of wire and steel 
goods in this country will not number over 
fifteen or twenty companies. Of these, it 
is said, the following leaders have come into 
the combination:

C. T. Boynton, general manager of the 
Washburn & Moen company, was not in the 
city yesterday, and Colonel John Lamobert, 
Vice President of the Consolidated Stee: and 
Wire company, was in Pittsburg. E. T 
Schuler, treasurer of the Consolidated com- 
pany, declined to speak of the proposed trust 
except in general terms. 

An officer of one of the companies said, 
however, that there was no doubt that the 
trust would soon become a tangible quantity. 

Wire nail manufacturing has becom. 
an immense business in the last ten years,“ 
said this official. “ There are now about 
6,000,000 kegs of wire nails sold annually to 
1,500,000 kegs of the old square nails. The 
wire nail has almost supplanted the old style 
of nail for all kinds of building purposes. 
But competition in recent years has become 
destructive. Profits have been reduced to 
an exceedingly narrow margin, and it has 
been difficult to secure a fair return for the 
money invested. 

The effort to combine the companies his 
been going on for eight months. I guess all 
the details have now been practically set- 
tled. To get around the anti-trust laws it 
has been necessary to buy several companies 
outright. This has taken an immense 
amount of capital, but the cash has been 
forthcoming, and the American Wire and 
Steel company will not be susceptible of at- 
tack because of the anti-trust legislation.

TALK OF STUDENTS’ DIET. 


UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO MEN 518. 
CUSS DR. HARPER’S WORDS. 


Divided in Opinions on the Food Prob- 
lem—Boarding-House Keepers De- 
mur to the Criticism—One States the 
Elements in a $3.25 a Week Menu— 
How the “Coeds” and Fraternity 
Members Live—President Insists on 
Commons, 


Students at the University of Chicago dis- 
cussed yesterday the remarks made by Fres- 
ident W. R. Harper in the course of his ad- 
dress at the convocation exercises at the 
Auditorium on Monday evening on the lack 
of nutritious food for the great body of the 
students. The students were about equally 
divided in their opinions on the subject. Dr. 
Harper had cited the cases of three of the 
five deaths that had occurred at the universi- 
ty in five years as being due to a lack of 
proper food, and had made this condition of 
affairs a text for an appeal for university 
commons, better food, and more attention 
on the part of students to their diet. 

At several boarding-houses in the vicinity 
pf the university that were visited by a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE yesterday the keep- 
ers expressed some surprise over Dr. Har- 
Her's remarks. 

Students pay what they can afford.“ said 
a motherly-looking woman who feeds forty 


students at her tables in Monroe avenue, 


“and of course we can only give them such 
food as they are willing to Pay for. The 
richer students pay well and live well, but 
éven those who pay the lowest rates get 
good and substantial food. I charge $3.25 
a week for table board and give my boarders 
meat twice a day, vegetables, bread, and 


coffee.“ 
Opinions of Landladies. 


Boarding-house keepers along Fifty. 
Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, and Wittd genes 
streets, Kimbark, Ellis, Lexington, and 
other avenues, all of which are lined with 
boarding-houses and private homes where 
Students are lodged and boarded at rates 
ranging from $3 to $7 a week, were deeply 
interested in Dr. Harper's remarks, and sev- 
eral of the women protested. 

At Graduate Hall. in which some of the 
wealthier students lodge, Dr. Harper's 
champions were numerous. 

“ The statements made by President Har- 
per were true,“ said one young man, and, 
I am sorry to say, they were only half the 
truth. There are scores of brave young fel- 
lows trying to work their way through col- 
lege who go many days a month without 
breakfast, while some go with less than half 
the regular meals each week.” 

Other students spoke in a similar strain, 
but the several members of the faculty who 
were questioned refused to offer any opin- 
ion whatever. 


How the Coeds” Live. 

The young ‘women of the university live 
well. The several women's houses con- 
tain well stocked pantries, and none could 
be found to complain on the score of food, 
quality, or quantity. Many of the young 
women live in private familfes and scores of 
‘girl’s clubs” with codperative dining- 
rooms exist. The eight fraternities of the 
university all have tables at different places, 
and these boards are said to fairly groan be- 
neath their loads of good things. 

An eating place where many of the poorer 
students may be found at meal time is the 
„ shanty,” a long, low frame structure just 
north of the athletic field. A good natured 
old woman presides and dispenses coffee, 
cakes, pie, fishballs, patties, and other edi- 


‘bles at 5 cents a portion. 


I am not sorry that I mentioned the mat- 
ter in the exact language I did,“ said Dr.

RANK CASE GOES TO THE JURY. 


Sealed Verdict May Be Returned This 
Morning in the Celebrated 
“Blind Pig” Issue. 


The case of ex-Lieutenant of Police Rank, 
charged with extorting money from a Hyde 
Park blind pig keeper, was given to the 
jury in Judge Chetlain's court at 4 p. m. 
yesterday. If an agreement is reached a 
sealed verdict will be handed into court this 
morning. Rank was nervous when the jury 
retired. He continually watched the door 
to the jury room, but when a half hour had 
passed without any movement from those 
within he said he believed there would be a 
disagreement. 

In his closing address Assistant State’s 
Attorney Barnes declared that a case had 
been made against Rank; that the attack 
upon the character and reputation of John 
H. Anderson, the blind pig keeper, had 
failed; and that Anderson had been made a 
victim of police persecution because he re- 
fused to submit to monthly demands of pay 
for protection. 

Rank, on the witness stand, denied all 
the allegations. 

J never: asked Anderson or any other 
‘blind pig keeper for a cent for protec- 
tion,“ he said. I prosecuted all the illegal 
liquor-sellers that I could get evidence 
against. 

Rank also denied that he had any under 
standing with the Gottfried Brewing com- 
pany for payment, and finally protested that 
he and not Anderson was being made the 
victim of persecution. 

Inspector Hunt said Rank had a good repu- 
tation and character, and Anderson’s repu- 
tation was bad. The Inspector was asked to 
define the meaning of reputation,“ and be- 
came confused. Several other witnesses tes- 
tified to the good reputation of Rank. 

Arthur B. Farwell, secretary of the Hyde 
Park Protective association, did not remem- 
ber having testified once that Anderson's 
reputation was poor.

FORMER SHORTAGE SHOWN. 


Dixon, III., Jan. 4.—[{Special.]—Six thou- 
sand dollars is the latest figure given by of- 
ficers of the Dixon Building and Loan asso- 
ciation as the size of the hole found in the 
treasury of the institution after the sudden 
leave-taking of its secretary, Arvine 8. 
Hyde. It may be much more than that. 
Three thousand five hundred dollars was 
the figure given yesterday, and a doubling 
of the amount after one day's investigation 
gives an uneasy feeling to the stockholders. 
They are anxiously awaiting @hat another 
day may bring forth. ; 

Hyde was a sort of Pooh Bah in Dixon. 
He was Secretary cf the loan association, 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lee County, 
had been Recorder of the county, conducted 
a flourishing insurance and abstract bust- 
ness, was a leader in society and a promi- 
nent politician, and ever since he was old 
enough had held some sort of a job in the 
Lee County Courthouse. 

His father, Jonathan N. Hyde, was Cir- 
cult Clerk and Recorder of the county for 
sixteen years, and Arvine began life as 
clerk. He was Deputy County Clerk under 
James H. Thompson for eight years, then 
a deputy in the County Treasurer’s office 
under Charles Welty for two years, and a 
— ago was elected Circuit Clerk and Re- 
corder. 


Short as Deputy Treasurer, Too. 


It was always supposed that he filled these 
various offices without the least hint of 
wrongdoing of any kind. A fact that has 
been carefully suppressed at Dixon up to 
this day and which has not yet been pub- 
lished or circulated even after his disap- 
pearance with the loan association holding 
the bag, is that his accounts while Deputy 
County Treasurer were discovered after he 
had gone out of the office to be $1,546 shy. 
He left the office in March to take up the 
duties of the Circuit Clerkship. 

* Successor in the deputy’s office, Ira 

- Lewis, discovered in a few days after 
taking hold of the Treasurer's books that 
an item of over $100 due the county had not 
been turned over. It was thought to be an 
accident. Hyde said it was and sent around 
the money in a few days and squared the 
account. His books balanced and no more 
mistakes were discovered until the Town- 
ship Treasurers began bringing in their 
books showing payments not recorded in 
Hyde's books. 

There were various items. ranging from 
$100 to $300. Finally the County Treasurer 
ordered a rigid investigation into Hyde's 
books, and he was peremptorily called on for 
asettlement. He begged for time, and man- 
aged to clear off the entire sum, $1,546. 
Hyde’s money to pay off this delinquency 
may have come out of his private funds, or 
it may have been a case of robbing Peter 
to pay Paul, and have been taken out of 
the treasury of the loan association. 

Hyde’s other county transactions are sald 
to be all right. 


Friends Speak for Hyde. 


Hyde deposited $2,000 in the bank the day 
before he quit town. He left $400 in cash 
in the loan association safe. His friends 
say this shows conclusively that he had no 
intention of deliberately embezzling money. 
They declare he had too many irons in the 


fire and got his agcounts muddled. Hyde ) 


had an income from all his various callings 
of $4,000 a year, but he is said to have lived 
a little beyond it. Some of his acquaintances 
charge his trouble to the recent wheat deals 
and others say it was merely extravagant 
living. 

Meantime the loan association officers 
are measuring the hole in the treasury and 
Hyde's bondsmen are hunting for him, but 
where he has gone or when he intends to 
return nobody seems to know. The grand

GREENBACKS NOT “FIAT CURRENCY.” 

An evening paper calls the government 
legal tender notes a flat currency.” That 
paper should consult a dictionary before 
using words the meaning of which it is evi- 
dently ignorant of. Fiat currency,” as 
any Populist will explain, is paper money 
which contains no promise to pay cpin, and 
which is not ccnvertible into gold on de- 
mand. The “fiat” dollar is not a promise 
to pay a specie dollar. It declares on its 
face, “ This is a dollar.“ | 

But the greenbacks are redeemable in 
gold on demand. They ha ve een redeemed 
in gold by the government) since Jan. 1, 
1879. They were not thus redcemed be- 
tween 1862 aha 1879, but they were not a 
flat currency een — * — the govern- 
ment had promised that it would redeem 
them as soon as it was able to do 80. As 
oon as it was able it kept the promise. 
It is keeping it today and will continue to 

If the greenbacks were a “ fiat currency,” 
as this newspaper ignoramts asscrts they 
are, they would not be r med in gold. 
There would be no pretensé of redeeming 
them at any future time. There would be 
no certainty as to their vafue—their pur- 
chasing power. They might have little, or 
none. 8 

The evening paper speaks of “ relieving 
the government of all responsibility for a 
fiat currency.” To such a gurrency no re- 
sponsibility attaches. The government 
which emits it waives all responsibility for 
it. It lets the people do what they please 
with it and put what valße they choose 
on it. 

In the case of the greenbgcks, which are 
redeemable in gold, there is 8 governmental 
responsibility. The goveruznent must al- 
ways stand ready to redeem its notes. But 
that responsibility would cost the govern- 
ment nothing if Tun Trittnz's plan of 
selling gold bonds for gold, and buying 
them back with the redeemed greenbacks, 
were adopted. 


Ignorant people speak of ws selling bonds 
at a discount and repurchabing them at a 
premium.” Gold bonds would not sell at 
a discount. The premium when repur- 
chased would be small, if there was any, 
and would be offset by thes aving in inter- 
est while the repurchased cade were in 
the possession of the government.

TAXATION OF CREDITs. 

Word comes from Springfield that many 
of the members of the General Assembly 
will not approve of an assessment bill which 
does not enable the Assessor to get at and 
put on his books all stocks, bonds, mort- 
gages, notes, book debts, and all other 
credits held by Illinoisans. 

These members assert that there is in 
this State a vast amount of intangible 
personal’ property which ought to be 
taxed, but is not. They seem to have 
an impression that they will gain 
popularity and political preferment by 
devising methods by which all that proper- 
ty may be put on the assessment books 
and made to pay taxes. 

There is where they make a great 
mistake, for the effective taxation of 


credits always becomes exceedingly un- 


popular after it has been enforced for a 
short time, because it amounts to double 
taxation of that tangible property on which 
those credits are a lien. The owners of 
that tangib e property having to pay two 
sets of taxes have no love for the legis- 
tors who made them do so. 

There are members of the General As- 
sembly who are desirous that the man 
who has loaned money on mortgage se- 
curity shall pay a tax on it, and that 
the owner of the land which is the se- 
curity for the repayment of the loan shall 
also pay a tax on the value of the land. 
When a man has borrowed money and put 
up a house with it these legislators want 
to tax both the money and the house, al- 
though the former was converted into the 
latter. 

When a serious attempt is made to tax 
both tangible property and the liens on 
it the owners of loanable capital take im- 
mediate steps to protect themselves. If 
they have been lending money on mort- 
gage at 6 per cent and a law is passed 
and enforced requiring them to pay an an- 
nual tax of about 2 per cent on what they 
loan, they will receive only 4 per cent 
for their money or only two-thirds of the 
current rate. , 

To protect himself against that the 
lender will. demand that the Illinois bor- 
rower pay a higher rate of interest. He 
must pay enough more to enable the lender 
to pay the present rate of tax and also 
to cover a possible advance in that rate 
during the life of the loan. Whenever 
new loans are made or old loans are re- 
newed the borrower will have to pay fully 
a third more than was demanded before 
credits were taxed. 4 

It will go against the grain to pay more 
interest. But the would-be borrower must 
accept the terms of the lender: The latter 
can transfer his money to States where 
credits are not taxed and loan it there. 
There are many uses he can make of his 
money in Illinois besides lending it on mort- 
gage. 8 

When borrowers discover suddenly that 
the interest rates have been put up on 
them, they will ask how it happened. They 
will be told that it is because the last 
General Assembly passed a foolish law, the 
effect of which is to make borrowers pay 
a tax on the money loaned them and also 
on the property which" secures the loan. 

Then they will ask whether their repre- 
sentatives in the Senate and House voted 
for that law which is costing them so 
dear. If they discover that any of their 
representatives did so they will make it 
their business to see that those men do 
not misrepresent them again. They will 
declare an eternal war on them. 

Nor will those persons who have to pay 
a higher rate of interest be the only ones 
who will be infuriated. The law if ef- 
fective will hit all holders of notes and 
mortgages which are not yet due. Until 
they were due the holders would have 
to pay a tax which they would rightly 
consider unjust. 80 they, too, would 
wage war on those of their representatives 
who had voted for double taxation. 

If those members who are yearning to 
tax credits in order to gain popularity will 
look into the subject a little more thorough- 
ly they will discover that if they were 
to carry out their purpose at least a hundred 
thousand voters would become their bitter 
personal enemies. On the other hand, 
since nobody would be benefited by double 
taxation, its supporters would gain no 
friends. 


ENGLAND WILL SHOW ITS HAND. 

By announcing its purpose to stand for its 
treaty rights in China the British govern- 
ment has placed itself in a strong diplomatic 
position and may be able to check the ag- 
gressions of Germany and Russia at least 
for a time. The position of England, as 
stated very clearly by the Manchester 
(Eng.) Guardian, is as follows: 

The government has categorically stated that 
Great Britain will refuse to recognize any special 
rights granted at any Chinese port to any particu- 


lar power. Any port opened to one power must be 
opened to all or open to none. If Russia has been

granted the right to winter ships at Port Arthur 


Great Britain will enforce her rights to the same 
privileges, and her ships will winter there, whether 
‘China concedes or does not concede the right. 

If Germany obtains a naval station at Kiao- 
Chou Great Britain insists upon having a lease of 
ground for a naval station at the same port, and 
she will support every other power making the 
same claim, 

The contention of the government is that the 
most favored nation clause in the British and all 
other treaties with China forbids any special con- 
cessions of the nature contemplated by Germany 
at Kiao-Chou, and prevents nations from acquir- 
ing special benefits in which the others have not a 
share. f 

This position, while evidently justified 
by the “favored nation clause” in the 
treaties of most nations having any 
dealings witli China, will appeal to the 
sympathies of this class generally. In 
this sense England will therefore stand 
forward as a representative of the rights 
of all nations alike, except those which 
have already entered upon the work of 
spoliation. The position is adroitly taken, 
and while it is logically impregnable it 
may secure the codperation of Japan as 
possibly other powers, : 

The Emperor of China is apparently suf- 
fering ‘the consequences of overconfidence 
in the powers which have been 
to rob him. Tricked into allowing the 
occupation of his most important 
Russia, he has been played wi 


nes tan nee or yee Malema ag 
titory he wanted. Now the poor, 
ple-minded Emperor is bowed out of

power, she -will consent to be ruled out 


which interests the observer of events as 
they are occurring on the Asiatic coast. 
With her interests and military power less 
widely scattered over the world—in India, 
on the Upper Nile, and in South Africa— 
she might have been expected to act more 
promptly and decisively than she has done. 
On the line on which she appears to have 
started out she will have the sympathies 
of those who believe in fair dealing be- 
tween nations, and if backed by Japan may 
seriously interfere with the game of China’s 
despoilers. 


TELLER TROUBLED OVER CHINA. 

Senator Teller announces that the United 
States must step in to prevent the dismem- 
berment of China. It must intervene, even 
though France, Russia, Germany, and 
England all insist on slicing up the Celestial 
Empire. 

If the United States does not join with 
England to save China, or does not under- 
take the job single-handed if England does 
not join, then, according to Teller— 

We would have to submit to the domination of 
an absolutism among the nations: our own institu- 
tions would take on a decline, and the civilization 
represented by this government and the English 
government would cease to progress. We would 
guter more than any other people. We have more 
involved, and would be more directly injured. 


But why would all this happen, when the 
continent of Africa has been parceled out 
between European nations without any in- 
jury to this country or its institutions? 
Teller is kind enough to explain that “ the 
dismemberment of China means the cut- 
ting off of our commerce in the Orient and 
the introduction of a competitor who will 
deprive us of the commerve of the rest of 
the world, and even supply our own pco- 
ple.“ 

What Teller means, if he means any- 
thing, is that if China is dismembered 
Chinese labor, when supervised and guided 
by Germans, Frenchmen, Russians, etc., 
will become so extraordinarily efficient that 
goods cah be made there more cheaply than 
in any other part of the world. 

He seems to assume that China in the 
hands of Europeans will grow so much 
cotton and sell it at so low a price that 
there will be no demand for the American 
product, He seems to assume that China 
will advance so much that she. will ship 
breadstuffs and provisions to this country 
and undersell American producers. 

In reality Teller has no such fears. His 
only reason for objecting to the dismember- 
ment of China is that she is a poor, 
wretched silver standard country, and he 
fears that she may give up that standard 
and go over to the gold standard when in 
the hands of Europeans. 

Teller, like Stewart, loves the silver 
standard countries. ‘Those which have the 
gold standard are, in his opinion, the slaves 
of the Rothschilds. The United States will 
not intervene in behalf of China. The soon- 
er the gold standard is introduced there, 
though it be by Europeans, the better for 
the Chinese. 

The total value of American exports to 
China during the last fiscal year was 12 
million dollars, or a million dollars less than 
the exports to British Africa. The proba- 
bilities are that if China was dismembered 
and the country developed American ex- 
ports there would increase instead of de- 
creasing. The Chinese would cousume far 
more than they do now, when they barely 
earn enough to keep bedy and soul together. 
Whatever treaty rights the United States 
has will be preserved inviolate without its 
being necessary to go to war to protect 
them. : 


ILLINOIS AS A RAILWAY STATE. 

According to the last annual report of the 
Illinois Railroad and Warehouse commis- 
sion, for the year ending June 30, 1897, the 
State of Illinois had at that date an ag- 
gregate of 16,089 miles of railway, of which 
10,624 milés were embraced in main lines 
and branches, the remainder being second 
and side-tracks and switches. 

This aggregate exceeds the mileage of 
any other single State, that of the State 
‘of Pennsylvania—which comes second in 
point of total mileage—being nearly 1,000 
miles less, while the great State of New 
York—a larger State than Pennsylvania— 
falls nearly 2,500 miles behind Illinois. 
In proportion to area, as well as popula- 
tion, Illinois is exceeded in its railway 
mileage only by Pennsyivania, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, and Connecticut, each of 
which is crossed by important trunk lines 
with numerous branches, connecting Bos- 
ton, New York, and Philadelphia with the 
more distant States of New England, the 
South, and the West. Compared with the 
State of New York, Illinois has one mile 
of main line of road to five and one-third 
miles of area, against a ratio of one mile 
of road to a little less than six miles of 
area in New York, while the ratio as to 
population is over two to one in favor of 
Illinois. The actual ratio in population is 
one mile of road to 360 inhabitants in 
Illinois, against one mile of road to 731 
inhabitants in the great Empire State of 
New York. 

Going across the water some interesting 
comparisons may be made. England (em- 
bracing Wales) has an area exceeding. that 
of Illinois by less than 2,000 square miles, 
but supporting a population (according to 
the census of 1891) in round numbers of 
29,000,000—about seven times that of II- 
linois at the present time. The railway 
mileage of England, according to latest 
statistics, was 14,651 miles—about 4,000 
miles in excess of the main line mileage of 
Illinois, but in proportion to population only 
as one to five in Illinois. When the propor- 
tion of arable land in Illinois, in connec 
tion with its natural fertility, is taken into 
account—with proper cultivation fitting it 
for furnishing (with perhaps the single 
exception of wheat) all the chief food prod- 
ucts of England in greater abundance— 
some idea may be formed of the future of 
our great Prairie State. Leaving out the 
single item of iron, Illinois possesses all 
the important mineral resources possessed 
by England, not excepting the coal deposits 
of the British island which have been 
drawn upon so freely in the last hun- 
dred years. In this department, as min- 
ing progresses with the development of up- 
per and lower coal measures, it will doubt- 
less be found that Illinois is not less rich 
in resources than England, while its prod- 
ucts are easier of access. No single class 
of enterprises has had more to do in the 
development of the mining industries of 
Illinois than its railroads, and this is likely 
to continue.

income from all sources amounted to $121,- 
211,766, as against $120,484,076 for 1896. 

These figures show the vast interests con- 
centrated in a single line of business in 
this State, but one which is constantly 
growing in importance and amount of 
capital employed. Judged by the history 
of the past, Illinois is not only likely to 
maintain its preéminence as a railroad 
State, but from its central location in the 
union and its identification with the great- 
est commercial city west .of the Atlastic 
seaboard is destined to make relatively 
greater advances in the future than any 
other State. 


BRYAN’S FALSE “BIMETALLISH,” 

William J. Bryan told the people of Mus- 
kogee, in the Indian Territory, where he 
made a short speech on Monday, that 

From 1772 to 1878 the people of the United States 
had a system of binmretallism which during all 
that time was not condemned Dy any political party 
and was good enough for Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, and all other great patriots and states- 
men, including Abraham Lincoln; that the system 
was abandoned without the knowledge of Congress 


or the request of any political party. 

Wherever Bryan may be he is unable to 
tell the truth. From 1792 to 1834 the 
United States had by law two standards. 
One was gold and the other was silver. As 
gold was undervalued, the silver standard 
was the only one in use, But the silver 
dollar then was more valuable than the gold 
dollar is now. Gold did not circulate. 
Hence the system which prevailed was not 
„ bimetallic.” There was Ro concurrent 
circulation of coins of different metals. 

From 1834 to 1878 there were by law two 
standards. But silver, being undervalued a 
little, the gold standard was the only one 
in use. Up to 1862, when specie payments 
ceased, only gold coin circulated. Silver 
dollars did not. Evidently the country did 
not have « bimetallic system then. 

Since 1873 the country has had only one 
standard. That is, the gold standard. But 
since 1878 it has had what it never had be- 
fore—a bimetallic system. Since then there 
has been a concurrent circulation of gold 
dollars and of an increasing number of 
silver dollars. 

There are nearly half a billion of those 
dollars now. Their bullion value is less 
than half that of the gold dollars, and yet 
they circulate without driving out the in- 
trinsically more valuable gold dollars, 

Bryan, while calling himself a bimetallist, 
would destroy the only bimetallic system 
the country ever had. He would deprive 
the silver dollars of 60 per cent of their 
purchasing power, drive all the gold out 
of circulation, and leave the United States 
on the monometallie silver basis. That is 
his bimetallism. 


— — 


Ir is an error to say that, if Senator Cul- 
lom should serve out his present term in the 
United States Senate he will have served in 
that body for a longer period than any other 
Senator from this State. Senator Trumbull 
was elected to the Senate for three succes- 
sive terms, serving continuously from March 
4, 1855, to March 3, 1873—a period of eighteen 
years. Two other Illinois Senators have 
been elected for an equal number (three) 
terms each—viz.: Stephen A. Douglas and 
John A. Logan. The former served contin- 
uously from 1847 to 1861, dying early in the 
third year of his third term. Logan's serv- 
ice was not continuous. He entered the 
Senate in 1871 as the successor of Senator 
Yatés, remaining in office until 1877, was 
then out of office two years, when he re- 
turned to the Senate in 1879, succecding 
Senator Oglesby, whose term had expired, 
and was re@lected as his own-successor in 
1885, but died Dec. 26, 1886, before the ex- 
piration of the second year of his third 
term. Thus four men have been elected 
United States Senators from Illinois for 
three terms each, though only one (Senator 
Trumbull), served out all of his three terms, 
which will be equaled by Senator Cullom 
should hé remain in office to the close of 
his present term. 


ALFRED NOBEL, the Swedish chemist and 
well-known expert in high explosives, who 
died about a year ago, ieft a will which has 
just been probated in which he offers five 
prizes of $10,000 each. Prizes one, two, and 
three are to be awarded to the persons mak- 
ing the most important discoverics in 
physics, chemistry, physiology, or medicine. 
Prize four is to be given to the person mak- 
ing the best literary contribution upon the 
subject of physiology or medicine, and prize 
five is to be awarded to any person who has 
achieved the most or done the best things 
looking to the promotion of the cause of 
peace throughout the world. These prizes 
are open to persons anywhere in the world 
and will be awarded by the various Swedish 
academies except the fifth, which will be 
awarded by a committee to be appointed 
by the Norwegian Parliament. Undcubt- 
edly there will be an active competition en- 
gendered by this unusual generosity. It 
would almost seem in view of the fifth prize 
that the distinguished Swedish scientist at 
the end regretted his well-known discovery 
in the line of explosives and had determined 
to offset it by offering inducements for the 
cultivation of peace. 


— 


GOVERNOR TANNER has called the atten- 
tion of the Legislature to a subject which 
was not included in his original call. Work 
on the building for the incurably insane at 
Peoria must be stopped, for the building is 
badly planned, and unfortunately stands 
directly over the abandoned entry of a coal 
mine which has caved in. The Governor 
recommends that a joint resolution be 
adopted, authorizing him to use the money 


appropriated for the construction of the 


building so as to make the needed provision 
for the incurably insane, without regard to 
the strict letter of the act making the ap- 
propriation. The Governor thinks the loss 
will be small if the present building is taken 
down and the material used in erecting 
one on a better site. The question whether 
a Governor can bring up new matter dur- 
ing a special session never has been passed 


on, but it is not likely that the point will 


be raised in this instance. Here is a mant 
fest emergency calling for immediate ac- 
tion on the part of the General Assembly.

Representative Anderson introduced in the 
House this afternoon a copy of a revenue bill 
that was prepared by Senator Berry during 
the holiday recess. This bill, it is generally 
understood, will be the revenue measure of 
the session, provided any passes. When the 
session was young Senator Berry introduced 
a bill which applied to counties outside of 
Cook. He was urged by some of his friends 
to redraft the measure so that it might in- 
clude Cook County. It was at the time of its 
introduction fully summarized in these dis- 
patches. 


It provides for County Assessors, who 


shall appoint deputies to make the assess- 
ments in localities where they reside, and 
select them, in so far as possible, from both 
political parties. This is intended to avoid 
the creation of political rings. The board of 
review is to consist of the President of the 
County board, County Clerk, and the County 
Assessor. It has the double column provi- 
sion in the bill. It is so drawn that the levy 
shall be scaled gown to 5 per eent of the 
assessed value, except in case of State 
taxes, which cannot be changed. This bill 
does not seek to make any changes respect- 
ing the volume of property listed for taxa- 
tion or the different kinds of property. It 
simply changes the method of taxation and 
seeks to bring out all property that is escap- 
ing taxation today within the spirit of the 
constitution. It is applicable to all counties 
in Illinois, and as it is now drawn the 
County Assessor of Cook County is required 
50 keep his office opeg the year around, 
—— 

Dr. R. F. Bennett of Litchfield was to- 
day appointed member of the State Board of 
Health, to succeed Dr. Julius Kohl, whose 
term has expired.

The Senatorial apportionment bill was ad- 
vanced to second reading.

Governor Tanner sent in a message 
relative to the Asylum for the Incurable In- 
sane at Peoria. The appropriation bill, un- 
der which the building is being constructed, 
sets apart a certain sum of money “ for the 
completion of the building noW in course 
of construction, and furnishing the same.” 
The building was commenced under Gov- 
ernor Altgeld’s administration, and is being 
erected over an abandoned coal mine. The 
removal of the building is absolutely neces- 
sary; so are some changes in the original 
plans. Governor Tanner wants a restriction 
in the appropriation act removed, so that 
the building can be removed probably a 
hundred feet to the rear of where it now 
stands and be completed. He calls the atten- 
tion of the General Assembly to the mat- 
ter and requests some action in the premises. 

—— 

This has been a field day for revenue talk 
m the House and Senate, too. The Senate 
Revenue committee had a long session this 
afternoon, at which Senator Templeton pre- 
sented his bill containing a new feature in 
regard to the rate of assessment. The Berry 
bill provides that property shall be assessed 
at one-fifth of its cash value. It is claimed 
that this rate is too high in Cook County 
and too low in other counties. The Tem- 
pleton bill empowers the Clerks of the re- 
spective counties to determine the rate of 
assessment. Then the committee considered 
the proposition offered by Senator Granger, 
declaring in substance the advisability of 
the assessment of property by township As- 
sessors elected as now provided by law in 
counties having township organization with 
less than a hundred thousand populstion, 
the assessment to be made subject to the 
direction and approval of a County Super- 
visor or superintendent of assessment. This 
proposition was debated at great length, but 
no decision was reached concerning it. 

-o- 

Representative Murray got in a bill, the 
principal feature of which seems to be the 
assessment of mortgages or deeds of trust. 
According to the Murray bill, the amount of 
incumbrance shall be deducted from tha 
fair cash value of the real estate. The 
owner of the equity is to furnish to the 
Assessor the name of the owner of the in- 
cumbrance and all the data connected 
therewith. The owner of the equity interest 
is to pay the tax on the mortgage and 
charge it to the owner thereof. He is aiso 
to have a lease for the taxes so paid by him 
on such incumbrance. This is the principle 
of the bill introduced some time ago by Rep- 
resentative Compton; Some of the mem- 
bers are beginning to see now that taxation 
of this character will eventually fall on the 
man who has to borrow the money, becatise 
the loaner will see to it that he gets not 
only his interest, but is indemnified against 
taxation. It will have a tendency of driving 
a great many million dollars out of the 
State. It will raise the hire of money to 
the exact extent of the tax, which the bor- 
rower will have to pay.

Representative Augustus W. Nohe intro- 
duced a bill allowing the State Board of 
Equalization to assess the proportion of the 
capital stock represented by property or 
business transacted in this State by all for- 
eign incorporations. Mr. Sayler offered two 
bills, one limiting the rate of taxation to 1 
per cent, and the second requiring that all 
franchises shall pay a tax of 1 per cent on 
their fair cash value.

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No formal action was taken, but the com- 
mittee secured from the park commissioners 
their individual expressions of approval of 
the plan to have a permanent exposition 
building for Chicago. 

Those present at the conference, which was 
held at the Union le e club and was exec- 
utive, were John T. ayne, Frank E. Bur- 
ley, Frank H. Cooper, and Otto Young of the 
association and Commissioners Elisworth, 
Hodgkins, and Best. 

The main point at issue in the discussion 
was the power of the South Park board to ac- 
quire title to the submerged tract, which 
still vests in the State, or to make such ar- 
rangement for the transfer of title to it as 
will enable the board to secure the corpora- 
tion in its expenditure in filling in the sub- 
merged tract. 

It is possible the General Assembly in its 
present special session may be asked to take 
needed agetion. : 

The formal proposition of the committee 
is essentially as follows: 

We propose to organize a corporation to be 
known as the Chicago Commercial Exposition 
empany, capital stock, $1,500,000, full paid up and 
non-aaseszable. 

We propose to erect on the Lake Front Park, in 
the following described site: Beginning at the 
south line of Jackson boulevard, south to the north 
line of Congress street; beginning at the east 
line of the Illinois Central railway company’s 
right of way, running east to the breakwater, di- 
mensions to be some 900 by 1,300 feet, more or less, 
free of rentals and taxes, a building or up of 
buildings to be used for expositions other 
public purposes, of architectural beauty, design, 
and finish interior and exterior, second to none in 
the world. Plans and specifications to be here- 
after submitted. 

After the construction of said building or build- 
ings and the equipment of same, and full pay- 
ment thereof and the accumulative interest of 6 
per cent be paid the shareholders in said cor- 
poration, and the original investment of the share- 
holders be paid back, all further profits to the 
shareholders shall cease. Then the said proper- 
ty shall be under the control of a board of five 
or more trustees—viz.: The South Park Commis- 
sioners or such other trustees as may be deemed 
advisable. Our idea being to allay any thought 
that this enterprise is for private gain in any 
event. It is, however, agreed that this property 
be perpetuated for public uses forever. 

After paying all expenses for maintaining the 
said property, the surplus revenue is to be ex- 
pended for the benefit of the people of Chicago in 
such manner as your board of trustees may deem 
wisest, provided, however, the legal requirements 
in respect thereof be obtained. 

Mr. Shayne said a contractor already had 
offered to do the work of filling for $100,000, 
and expressed the opinion the $1,500,000 of 
stock would be subscribed within ten days 
after it is decided to go ahead. 

“I expect to see the permanent exposition 
building completed in the Lake Front Park 
before the end of 1899," said Mr. Shayne, 
and in time to enable Chicago to secure the 
big political conventions of the following 
year. I believe such an enterprise could be 
made to pay a profit of $250,000 a year.“ 

President Ellsworth of the park commis- 
sloners said he favored the project, with a 
commission in charge as trustees for the 
public.

COUNTERFEIT IN SUBTREASURY. 


Experts Discover a Spurious $100 Sil- 
ver Certificate While Counting 
the Cash in the Vaults. 


A counterfeit $100 silver certificate of the 
issue of 1891 was found in the vaults of the 
Subtreasury yesterday by the experts Who 
are counting the cash stored there. This 
was the series recently called in by Secretary 
Gage.

It 
was not until the bill had been split by a 
razor, showing it was made of two pieces of 
paper pasted together, that they were sat- 
isfied. 

The discovery of the bill in Chicago satisfied 
the officials that the counterfeits were in 
circulation all over the country. How the 
bill found its way into the Subtreasury is 
not known. Of late bills of that issue have 
been accepted only from banks and big firms. 

The certificate counterfeited is technically 
described as: Series 1891, check letter D; 
face plate No. 1, back plate No. 2; J. Fount 
Tillman, Register; D. N. Morgan, Treasurer; 
portrait of James Monroe; small scalloped 
carmine seal. 

None of the Chicago banks, so far as could 
be learned yesterday, has taken in any of 
the counterfeit notes. The National bank 
of America redeemed for a depositor a note 
which the Subtreasurer refused to accept 
from him because he was not known at the 
Subtreasury. 

The experts engaged in counting the money 
are: Ferdinand Weiler, Jerome Wise, A. R. 
Quaiffe, J. S. Van Arsdale, and Charles At- 
kinson. 

The spurious certificate was found shortly 
after 2 o’clock by Mr. Qualiffe. His asso- 
ciates decided the bill was not genuine, but 
Mr. Quaiffe, after further examination, held 
they were mistaken. Finally Captain Por- 
ter was called in. He, too, said the bill was 
genuine, but on careful examination changed 
his opinion. Taking a r&zor he“ separated 
the two pieces of paper of which the bill was 
made, proving it was not made by the gov- 
ernment. 

The experts were engaged in counting the 
cash to be turned over to Subtreasurer Wiill- 
iams by Retiring Subtreasurer Phelps. Sev- 
eral thousand bills of that denomination 
were handled during the day, but no other 
counterfeit was detected. 

Mr. Phelps may be called on to make good 
the sum, as the clerk who accepted the spu- 
rious bill is not known.

POST VACATED BY i. G. BURT. 


Elevated from General Traffic Man- 


ager of the Northwestern to the

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 4.— The properties 
ot the Wisconsin Central company and the 
Wisconsin Central railway company will, it 
is believed, within a comparatively short 
time be entirely reorganized.

MODERN USES FOR KING CORN. 


Its Consumption for Making Glucose 
and Its Thirty-two Products Is Now 
100,000,000 Bushels Annually. 


Chicago, Jan. 4.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. -The enormous exports of corn to 
Europe in 1897, and the probability sus- 
gested of a continually broadening market 
for this chief American staple have occa- 
sioned some inquiry as to whether the pros- 
perity accruing to the farmers, of the 
corn belt, through the increasing use of 
corn, will not to some extent be derived at 
the expense of American wheat growers. 

This does not seem likely; for both wheat 
and corn will probably continue to have 
separate and distinct functions in the 
economics of consumption. As the best and 
most popular matertal for “‘ daily bread,” 
wheat will probably never lose its suprem 
acy as a world’s article of diet—a supremacy 
maintained since the creation and the 
times when “ all countries came to Joseph 
to buy.” While the use of cornmeal ard 
various attractive special makes of corn 
food have found a larger human consump- 
tive use in late years, yet the testimony of 
eminent dietists and of general experience 
has been that the human system is im- 
capable of assimilating corn as a direct 
food in any large quantities; just as wheat 
feeding of animals, extensively tried in 1804, 
the year of large wheat and small corn sur- 
pluses, was found to produce doubtful if not 
unsatisfactory results. 

As a “ convertible,”’ however, into hog and 
other animal preducts for human food, there 
seems to be no limit to the extent to which 
corn may experience a steadily increas- 
ing demand for consumptive purposes. Re- 
cent shortages in the root crops of conti- 
nental Europe, and the consequent scarcity 
in feeding stuffs, have caused extra heavy 
Nuropean imports of American corn. to 
meet such deficiencies. But it is character- 
istic of corn that wherever it finds a con- 
sumptive field, at first to be temporary, it 
there finds a place in local economy to stay 
permanently and becomes ramified in the 
popular uses to which it can be put. The 
production of corn in bumper years has 
never become so large that a corresponding 
consumption has not been created for it. 

Not only will the European peasants find 
in the conversion of corn to pork and other 
animal products an economical method of 
producing nutritious and fattening articles 
of diet, but the value of corn in the manu- 


| facture of spirits, starch, and glucose sirups 


will become recognized more generally 
abroad—at the same time that its utility is 
still increasing with invention and discovery 
at home. | 

The consumption of corn for glucose in 
America is now over 100,000,000 bushels an- 
nually. In the glucose manufacturing 
process are derived not only mixing con- 
fectioner’s and brewer’s glucose, for which 
the uses are enormous and constantly be- 
coming more varied, but among the by- 
products are dry starch, which serves wide 
domestic purposes, dextrin used in glazing 
paper, for glue and mucilage and for sizirg 
in paint works, and grape and anhydrous 
sugars used in the manufacture of beer, 
wines, cordials, and vinegar. Altogether 
there are thirty-two different products de- 
rived from glucose manufacture. 

New uses have recently been discovered 
for the heretofore waste cornstalk, which 
can be turned into valuable merchantable 
products, chief of which are cellulose and 
live stock feed. The famous Magvey plant 
of Mexico, which supplies the peon with his 
hut, his hat, his fibrous clothes and shoes. 
his whisky and his food, is outdone in 
extraordinary economic versatility by the 
manifold uses to civilization of the corn 
plant. 

So long as the world’s visible supply of 
wheat continues short the American farmers 
will supply Europe with high-priced wheat 
food. But indeed lasting are the conditions 
which are making of the cornfields of this 
country veritable mines of golden wealth. 

Argentina and the Balkan States are che 
only districts in the world which have ever 
even humbly been able to dispute America’s 
monopoly in corn production. Not only is 

corn king —but nature’s territorial re- 
strictions are such that America must for- 
be continue to be the capital of corn’s 

alm. | 


TO BAR RIVALS.IN EXPRESSING. 


United. States Company's Agent Ex- 
plains Railroad Rule on Joliet 
as an Old Contract. 


The people in Joliet formed ex - 
panies of their own and were tahini 
business from us,“ said General Agent Wy- 
gant of the United States Express company 
yesterday in discussing the rule on the Rock 
Isiand and Chicago and Alton roads prohib- 
iting purchasing agents from loading them- 
selves with bundles in Chicago and boarding 
passenger trains. 

“We have had contracts with both of 
these roads for the last four years which 
expressly stipulate that passengers will not 
be allowed to do an express business for 
their own profit. A dozen or more people in 
Jolſet have embarked in the express business 
for the people of the town and have taken 
our trade away from us. The first of the 
year I wrote the roads that we expected 
them to carry out their contract. We have 
had trouble at other Illinois towns, but Joliet 
is the worst offender.” 

The Santa Fe also runs through Joliet, but 
the Wells-Fargo company, which controls 
the express business on that line, has made 
a complaint which will bar the purchasing 
agents from transferring their patronage. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A meeting of the Executive committee of the 
Underwriters’ association was held yesterday tu 
complete the recommendations which will be 
made at the annual meeting of the board next 
week. It is the unanimous belief of the commit- 
tee that competitive rates should be abolished en- 
tirely. The system, which was originated in order 
to meet the competition of non-board companies, 
has, in their opinion, developed into a general 
scramble for lower rates on all classes of risks 
from barns to warehouses. The committee re- 
ceived numerous applications for these reductions 
at the meeting. They will be submitted to the 
members of the board for their consideration. 

The committee also favors the association ad- 
hering to the rule prohibiting class B broker 
from specifying in their real estate loan docu- 
ments that they shall place the insurance. This 
proposition promises to cause considerable trouble 
in the board before it is settled. A number of the 
prominent real estate firms, which handle a large 
amount of this class of business, have been work- 
ing up a sentiment among the members to change 
the rule on the ground that they pay $50 a year 
to the association, and will not be able to get any 
returns from a membership unless they are al- 
lowed to retain control of placing the insurance 
on property securing loans. They say they will 
not sign the agreement, and will make other ar- 
rangements for placing the insurance unless the 
os is — 

s committee is also in favor of a - 
forcement of the tliree agency rule, wedi inne 
into effect on Feb. 1, and will fight any effort 
made at the annual meeting to secure a modifi- 
cation of the rule. 

„ Additional privileges have been granted class 

3% agents by the committee as a result of a 
communication from several of the managers of 
large companies. The agents will be allowed to 
place the insurance on their own property in 
district No. 1, and on such other property as they 
may control as trustee or guardian. Under the 
Strict interpretation of the rule these agents can- 
not write business in district Na 1.
